The United States Immigration Department maintains an officer 
with the rank of Vice-vonsul at the following places:- vanton, 4ongkong, 
Shanghai and Yokohama (possibly at Peking also). 


Chinese students desiring to enter the United “tates for purposes 
of study apply to the Immigration Officer at least thrrty days in 
advance of proposed sailing. 


Applicants are required to give name of college they propose to 
enter, length of time they expect to remain in the United States, 
and to explain how they are to be supported during their time in 
they are not allowed to work for money in the United states.

The Officer puts them through a searching examination to ascertain 
if they are qualified to enter college.

The United States Immigration Dept. has found it very important to 
have men of the best calibre as Officers abroad. Some years ago the 
Consul in the ports in the Kast attended to the Uhinese applicants as 
one of many duties. It jf was impossible to give proper attention to 
the matter and so many students got into the country fraudulently. 
Several unscrupulous Americans wast into the business of getting Chinese 
into the country as students, who never intended to enter college. 

Lases have been found where Chinese paid several hundred dollars to 


agents to get them safely entered. I have been informed on reliable 
authority that a college was maintained on the &&#eS& Western coast 
for the sole purpose of receiving bogus students and giving them an 
opportunity to scatter throughout the country. It was a profitable 
financial venture for some time. 

I think it will be evident that some scheme will have to be care- 
fully devised to prevent fraud should the Government decide to admit 
students. 


1 should have stated that the Immigration Officers at the ports 
in the “ast are American college men and therefore are in a favourable 
position to examine and report on applicants. 


it may be that the Government in considering the admitting of 
Chinese students into tanada should also consider other classes. 
the United »tates admits the following classes at least and perhaps 
others: - 

Teachers 

»“tudents 

Travellers for curiosity or pleasure 

Merchants and their lawful wives and minor children 

Chinese Government officials and their servants 

those desiring to enter in connection with a fair or exhibition 

authorized by the Government, either as exhibitors or workmen.

My dear George,— 

I wish to thank you for sending me full information 
regarding your currespondence with Presiuvent Falconer in 
re the alleged Germanization of the University, with the 
unsufferable egotism and impudenece of the German element 
and ita sympathizers on the University Staff, as shown 
by the attack on the Principal of Harbord Street Collegiate 
institute at the outbreak of the war. 

Most of your points are well taken; but, Like 
me, When you feel strongly you are apt to be rather severe, 
Af not somewhat diacourteous, in your vigorous onslaughts. 

I agree with you in thinking that the time has come 
when our University should exact less German, and make 
reasonable provision for instruction in Russian, Japanese, 
and Ohinese —— the languages of the people with whom Great 
Britain and her Colonies, or Dominions, are likely to have 


commercial interoourse for some time to Gome. 


The question regarding the pronunciation of Latin 


4s somewhat embarrassing. There is no doubt that, with

the pronunciation now tau ght, Latin is of little value 
$o students in the study of the English language; even a 
partial Enowledge of Greek would be of greater value, 
especially to students in the numerous branches and. depart= 
ments of Science, and to persons engaged in more or less 
technical work of various kinds. If it is established, 
beyond question, that the pronunciation of Latin adopted 
and taught by the English people and their Universities, 
great and emall, from 440 A.D. (when the Romans left Britain) 
till quite récently, was radically wrong, then I presume 
we should adopt and teeth whatever is proved to be the 
sorrect pronunciation, however disagreeable it may 
sound to us. If it is not so established, I think we 
shoudd continue to use and teach what has been known as the 
English pronunciation.
